New Delhi, the 23rd June, 1997 

S.O. 455(E). —Whereas the Central Government in exercise of the powers conferred bv sub-scction (1) of 
section 3 of the Unlawful Actn itics (Prevention) Act. 1967 (37 of 1967), declared the ‘National Socialist Council 
of Nagaland” (NSCN) and all factions and wings thereof as unlawful association, vide Notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Flome Affairs No. S.O 823(F.). dated 27-11-1997; 

And whereas the Central Government in exercise ol the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 5 of 
the said Act. constituted vide Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs No. S O. 
89 3(E) dated 24th December. 1997 the Unlawful Activities t Prevention) Tribunal, consisting of Mr. Justice D K, 
Jain. Judge of the Delhi High Court; 

And whereas the Central Government m exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of section 4 of 
the said Act. referred the said Notification to the said Tribunal on the 24th December, 1996, for the purpose of 
adjudicating whether or not there was sufficient cause for declaring the said association including all Us factions and 
wings thereof as unfawful. 

And whereas the said Tribunal, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 3 of the section 4 of the 
said Act made an order on the 2 3rd May. 1997. confirming the declaration made in the Notification S.O. No, 823(E) 
dated the 27 November. l99o: 

Now. therefore, in pursuance of sub-spction (4) of section 4 of the said Act. the Central Government 
hereby publishes the said ordei of the Tribunal, namely •— 

ORDER 

I In exercise of powers conferred under sub-section (I) of Section 3 of The Unlaw fid Activities (Preven¬ 
tion) Act. I9h7, (for Short the Act), the Central Government vide notification No SO. 823(E). dated 
27 November 1996. has. for the reasons staled therein, declared the National Socialist Council of 
Nagaland (hereinafter referred to as NSCN) and all its factions, wings and front organisations thereof as unlawful 
associations with immediate effect. Further, exercising the powers conferred by proviso to sub-section (3) 
of Section 3 of the Act, for the reasons recorded in the notification, the Central Government lias also directed 
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that subject to any order that may be made under 
Section 4 of the Act, the said notification sha)1 have 
effect from the -date of its publication in the 
official Gazette. I he notification has been published 
in the Gazette of India (Extra-ordinary), Part II, 
Section 3 - sub-section (ii), on 27 November 1996. 

2. Consequent upon the said notification, by n 

separate notification No .3 .0 .893( E ), dated 24 December 
1996, the Government of India, Ministry of Home 
Affairs, New Delhi, constituted this Tribunal under 
Section 6 of the Act arid made this reference undo 
Section 4 of the Act for the purpose of adjudicatino 
whether or not there, is sufficient cause for declaring 
the N.S.C.N., including all its factions, wings and 
front cngnnisat ions as unlawful associations. The 
reference was received the same evening alonci with a 
copy of the Gazette notification dated 27 November 
1996, specifying the grounds for its issue, as a!so a 
copy of the notification dated 24 December .1 9 9 o, 
constituting the Tribunal and a brief resume regarding 
the aims, objects and activities of N.G.C.N., and a L .1. 
its factions, wings and front organisat ions . f-'i'm ; 
reading of the resume, the lol lowing re-lew ui 
facts, which evidently formed the bat; is fur issue of 


notification under Section 3( 1 ) of the Act enrol an- 
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li ) At the time of India’s independence in 
1947, a section of the Nagas led by A.Z. Phizo had 
Issued an ultimatum in June 1947 to the effect that 
Nagaland would become a sovereign independent state in 
August 1947. Accordingly the Naga extremists declared 
themselves independent on 14 August 1947 and they 
rejected offers from the Government of India for 
inclusion of Naga inhabited areas under the Sixth 
Schedule to the Constitution of India. By 1954 Nana 
National Council under the leadership of A.Z.Phizo 
started violent and subversive activities. They burnt 
down Government camps and threatened the lives of the* 
citizens and other Government servants; 

(li) As a result of an agreement with a 
section of the National Peoples’ Council, the Stale of 
Nagaland Act, 1962 was enacted and a separate State of 
Nagaland came into being w.e.f. 1 December .1963. 
However, the secessionist, subversive and violent 
activities of a section of Naga National Council led 
by A.Z.Phizo continued. Attempts were made to resolve 
the issue and as a result thereof an agreement, 
popularly known as ’Shillong Accord’ was signed by the 
Government of Assam and Nagaland on 11 November l°7A 
with the representatives of the Naga people. Many of 
the Nagas, who had gone underground, unconditionally 
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surrendered, laid down their arms and accepted the 
Constitution of India. Those who surrendered were 
rehabilitated by the Government. 

(iii) However, a group of hard core insurgents 
led by Isak Swu, Th. Muivah and SS Khaplana did not 
accept the Shillong accord and in 1980 formed the 
National Council of Nagaland(NSCN). The N.S.C.N. 
adopted secession of Naga inhabited areas from the 
Indian Republic as its main objective and started 
indulging in subversive and violent activities. 
Subsequently, in the year 1988, the N.S.C.N. split 
into two factions; one faction NSCN(K) was led by SS 
Khaplang and the other NSCNCI ) by Isak Swu and Th 
Muivah. 

(iv ) As a part of their secessionist aims and 
objectives, both the NSCN(K ) and NSCNC I ) formed 
parallel Governments of the People’s Republic of 
Nagaland with the trappings of a civilian sot up undei 
their own common Constitution. Both factions now 
maintain separate army wings viz., Nagaland Army with 
a hierarchical set up on the pattern of a rociulai 
army. The Naga Army of both factions is equipped with 
sophisticated ‘weapons. 

(v) Both factions of N.S.C.N. hay -i 

constitution which specifically speaks of secession of

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the Naga inhabited areas from the Indian Union as 
their ultimate objective. They have been responsible 
for a large number of subversive activities which 
include violent incidents of killing and looting of 
arms and ammunitions from the Army and the police 
personnel, in which several army/police personnel and 
civilians have lost their lives. 

(vi) Both factions have also sought to play a 
pivotal role in providing inspiration and support to 
other insurgent groups in the North East. Both the 
NSCN(I ) and NSCN(K )reportedly have links with the ULFA 
of Assam, which has also been declared as an unlawful 
association under the Act. While the NSCN(I ) 
maintains links with No itoi extremists groups like I'LA 
and UNLF , the NSCN(K ) has also established links with 
one faction of the UNLF , a Meitei extremist group 
active in the valley areas of Manipur. 

(vii) While NSCN (K ) operates from its 
Headquarters in neighbouring Myanmar, the NSCN(I ) is 
known to have sanctuaries and training camps in 
Bangladesh, which they are trying to shift to Myanmar 
after the installation of new government in 
Bangladesh. 

Cviii) Both factions of the N.S.C.N. continue 
to indulge in secessionist propaganda and in

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-subversive/terrorist activities. In close 
coordination with the Naga army and the so called 
Government of the People's Republic of NagalandCGPRN ), 
they continue to sustain extremely high level of 
violence. In on© of the recent incidents in Kohima 
district of Nagaland, on 9 December 1996, NSCN(I ) 
insurgents killed 29 passengers (including 14 doinen 
and 2 children) and 36 other passengers were Injured, 

( ix) The turf war between the NSCN(1 ) and 
NSCN(K) has also resulted in the killing of 396 
persons, including security Forces/police personnel, 
in 594 violent incidents in Nagaland, Manipur and 
Assam by Naga insurgents. 

(x) In April-May 1995 an illegal Arms 
consignment, , being transported by vm ions 
North-eastern insurgent groups, including N5CN( I ), was 
intercepted by the Security forces and as a result 
thereof, besides seizing a large quantity of 
sophisticated weapons, 58 insurgents were killed and 
43 apprehended. 

3. The resume also gives, in the tabulated form, 
the figures of the violent incidents, number of 
SF/police personnel and civilians killed in the States 
of Nagaland, Manipur and Assam from August 1v94 to 
December 1996 by Naga insurgents. 
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4. The resume further points out that the NSCM( I ) 
has also been able to manage membership of the 
un-represented nations and peoples organisation 
C UNPO), an influential NGQ based at Hague for the 
purpose of gaining access to other international fora 
like the United Nations with a view to launch 
anti-India propaganda and to mobilise international 
public opinion in favour of self-determination for the 
Nagas and for establishment of an independent Naga 
nation. 

5. Based on consultations with the Ministry of 
Defence and the State Governments of Assam, Manipur, 
Arunachal Pradesh and Nagaland, for the following 
reasons, the Central Government has come to the 
conclusion that there are sufficient grounds for- 
declaring N.S.C.N., including all its factions, wings 
and front organisations as unlawful association under 
the Act- - 

(i) Continued espousal of the policy of 
secession of the Naga Inhabited areas from the Indian 
union, 

(ii) Continued engagement in activities 
prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India, 

(iii) continued adoption ol violence and 
terror through armed action as moans for achieving 
their objective. 
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(iv) Continued large-ncale killina of 
civilians and personnel belonging to the police and 
security forces. 

(v) High levels of extortions and illegal ta,< 
collections from the public including businessmen, 
traders and even Government employees. 

^vi) Links and support to othei Not t hi -I. ant 
insurgent groups like the ULFA, Bodo militants, Moitei 
extremists, Tripura tribal extremist group and a ktiasi 
extremist outfit. 

(vii) Continued maintenance of sanctuaries, 
safe havens and training camps in neighbouring 
countries, mainly in Bangladesh and Myanmar. 

(viii) Procurement of large number of 
sophisticated arms and ammunition through clandosi irio 
channels in Thailand and induction into Manipur and 
Nagaland through Bangladesh. 

(ix) Use of various international fora for 
mobilising support for self-determination for the 
Nagas with the ultimate objective of separation the 
Naga Inhabited areas from the Indian Union. 

(x) Rejection of peace initiatives from the 
Naga Churches and the Naga Mohos. 

(xi) Active involvement in causing and 
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fomenting communal clashes between the Nagas and Kukis 
in Manipur and Nagaland." 

6. The Central Government was also of the opinion 
that if there is no immediate curb and control on the 
N.S.C.N., it will take the opportunity to: 

(a) mobiles its cadres for escalating its 
secessionist, subversive and terrorist/violent 
activities; 

C b-) openly propagate anti-national activities 
in collusion with forces inimical to India’s 
sovereignty and national integrity; 

(c) indulge in increased killings of civilians 
and targetting of police and security forces 
personnel; 

(d) procure and induct more illegal arms and 
ammunition from across the international borders; 

(e) raise the level of anti-India propaganda 
abroad in connivance with foreign agencies; 

(f) extort and collect huge funds and illegal 
taxes from the public for its unlawful activities." 

7- On receipt of the reference under sub-section 
(1 ) of Section 4 of the Act , notice as required undet 
sub-section (2) of the said Section was directed to tv 
issued to N.S.C.N., including all its factions, wings 
and front organisations, calling upon it to show cause 
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in writing within thirty days of the date of service 
of notice why the association should not be declared 
unlawful and why order should not be made confirm:ng 
the declaration made in the notification dated 27 

November 1996. The notice was ordered to be served on 

N.S.C.N. by publication in the newspapers published 
and circulated in the States of Assam, Mrninur, 
Arunachal Pradesh and Nagaland and by affixing a copy 
thereof to some conspicuous part, of the office of 
N.S.C.N., if any, as also serving a copy of the notice 
on the principal office bearers of the association and 
displaying the same at prominent public area' 7 

including the office of the District Magistrate, com© 
of the modes prescribed in Rule 6 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Rules, 1968. 

8. In response thereto affidavits of service of 

notices were filed on behalf of the Central 

Government, the States of Assam, Arunachal Pradesh, 
Manipur and Nagaland. Copies of the English and 
Assamese dailies, stated to have wide circulation in 
the States of Assam, Arunachal Pradesh, Matvcnn- and 
Nagaland, wherein notices about the constitution ol 
this Tribunal and calling upon the N.S.C.N. to 

I 

show Cause, were published, have been filed. In the 


affidavit filed on behalf of the Assain Government ,it 
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has been stated that the notices have been pasted in 
prominent and conspicuous places in markets, 
Government offices and in areas where the members, of 
the N.S.C.N. are suspected to move around. In the 
affidavit filed on behalf of the State of Arunachal 
Pradesh, it has been stated that the notice has been 
displayed on the official notice board of Dy. 
Commissioner, Changlang and Tirap and it has also been 
given coverage in 'the news bulletin issued on 28 
January 1997 on All India Radio, Itanagar. In the 
affidavit filed on behalf of the Government of 
Manipur , it is stated that the notice was broadcasted 
on All India Radio, Imphal station on 27 January 1997 
at 7.30 PM in Manipuri and other tribal dialects, 
apart from the same having been affixed at conspicuous 
places and proclaimed by beat of drums and use of 
loudspeakers by the District Magistrates and 
Superintendent of Police of various districts. In the 
affidavit filed on behalf of the State of Nagaland it 
has been stated that the notice was published in two 
local newspapers namely, 'Daily Review’ and 'Teriyi 
Ralha ’ . 

9. There has been compliance with Rule 6 of the 

Unlawful Activities! Prevention ) Rules and the service . 
so effected is doomed as sufficient. 
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10. Despite service of notice none has put in 
appearance on behalf of N.S.C.N. nor any cause has 
been shown by it or on its behalf as to why the 
notification declaring it to be an unlawful 
association shall not be confirmed. The Central Govt, 
is represented*by Shri A.K.Vali, Advocate. The Slate 
of Assam is represented by Shri Shakil Ahmed Syed with 
Shri M.Tayyab Khan and Ms. K.B.Hina. The State of 
Manipur is represented by Ms. S.Janani and Ms. 
Rukhsana Choudhary. The State of Arunachal Pradesh is 
represented by Shri Swaraj Kaushal, Senior Advocate 
with Shri S.K.Pabbi, Advocate. The State of Nagaland 
is represented by Ms. Var\i.ta Sahni , Advocate. 

11. On behalf of the Central Government, by way of 
evidence, an affidavit dated 13 March 1997 has been 
filed by Shri O.S.Poonia, Director ( NE ) , Min.of Home 
Affairs, Govt. of India, New Delhi along with certain 
documents. Similarly affidavits by way of evidence 
have been filed on behalf of the States of Assam, 
Arunachal Pradesh and Manipur along with various 
documents, supporting the case of the Govt. of India 
and the notification in question. Unfortunately, 
despite sufficient opportunity, no evidence has been 
led on behalf of the State of Nagaland. 

12. The Tribunal decided to dispense with formal 
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framing of issues. The Central Government and the 
State Governments were granted opportunity to adduce 
oral evidence or produce any other material to 
substantiate their stand that there was sufficient 
cause for declaring the N.S.C.N. as an unlawful 
association . 

13. Oral evidence was led on behalf of the State 

of Assam and the Central Government. The witnesses 
whose oral testimony was recorded are Shri J.H. Ahmed,

14. The issue to be considered is whether there 
was sufficient material before the Central Government 
on 27 November 1996 to form the opinion that N.S.C.N. 
is an unlawful association in terms of the provisions 
of the Act and the Central Government was justified in 
issuing notification No.SO.823(E ) ,dt .27 November 1996? 

15. As noticed above two witnesses have been 
examined before the Tribunal and various documents 


exhibited. 
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16. P.W.l Shri J.H.Ahmed, is the Super i nLer'ideiit >]' 

Police, Special Operation Unit, Assam , assigned will 
the duties to keep a watch on the activities f 
extremists in the entire State of Assam. Beside 
proving the affidavit filed by him on 14 March t'-rv 
(Ex. P.UI.1/A) he has deposed that while one fu<. I iq 
of N.S.C.N., namely NSCN(K ) led by 55 Khaplan 
operates largely in northern Nagaland, Changlano air 
Tirap districts of Arunachal Pr adesh, the othoi 
faction NSCN( I ) led by Isak Swu and Th Muivah is 
mainly active in south Nagaland, hilly a rear, of 
Manipur and north Kachhar districts of Assam. lie also 
proved the statement, filed along with his affidavit, 
giving details of incidents, relatable to N.S.C.N. 
for the period from 27 November 1994 to 31. December 
1996( Ex . P.W. 1/E3 ) . One of the major incidents 
proved by Shri Ahmed took place on 25 February l°9h 
when two powerful bombs planted in a second class 
compartment of 5908 DN Brahmaputra Mall from Dibrugarh 
to Lumding, in which mainly the CRPF and BSF personnel 
were travelling, exploded when the train reached near 
Nilalong railway station and as a result thereof 26 
persons died and 20 others sustained grievous burn 
injuries. He proved yet another major incident which 
took place on 24 July 1995 when some extremists 
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belonging to NSCN(I ) outfit ambushed a Punjab Police 
Commando party near Ritzual Kachari Basti and as a 
result thereof 6 Punjab Police Commandos died while 4 
others including a civilian sustained grievous 
injuries. Shri Ahmed also proved a document which was 
recovered from a volunteer of militant outfit called 
Karbi National Volunteers which showed the existence 
of a so called Self Defence United Front of the 
South-East Himalayan Region of which the Chief 
Convenor is the General Secretary of N.S.C.N. and the 
Convenor is President of National Democratic Front of 
Boroland. 

17. PUI.2 Shri b.S.Poonia, an official of the 
Central Government, working as Director in the 
Ministry of Home Affairs and incharge of North Eastern 
region since July 1993 has proved the affidavit dated 
13 Marcn 1997 filed by him. He also proved a copy of 
constitution of N.S.C.N. with its manifesto "Free 
Nagaland”, filed along with his affidavit (Ex. 
P.W.2/A). He also stated that N.S.C.N. was declared 
to be an unlawful organisation for the first time in 
the year 1990, again in November 1992 and thereafter 
in November 1994 and all the notifications issued in 
this behalf were confirmed by the Tribunals 


constituted under the Act . 
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18. In the additional affidavit by way of evident 

filed on behalf of State of Arunachal Pradesh by is 
Dy. Inspector General Range(East) it has been statd 
that while serving as DIG Range (East) comprisiig 
seven districts of Arunachal Pradesh includng 
Chamlang and Tirap, he has personal knowledge of he 
unlawful activities of N.S.C.N. He is mo i nta i n jig 
a close watch on their activities and has bon 
monitoring the investigation of or fences cornrnitto by 
the members of N.S.C.N. By the said affidavit hehac 
re-affirmed earlier affidavit dated 20 February .907 
filed on behalf of the State of Arunachal Pradesh, In 
the earlier affidavit filed on behalf of the Staff of 
Arunachal Pradesh various incidents of cririnal 
intimidation, kidnapping and murder and extortion we 
been mentioned. Along with the affidavit copies cf 
the demand letters written on the letter heads of tie 
N.S.C.N. have been filed. 

19. In the affidavit by way of evidence filed ''/ 

Shri H.Gyan Prakash, Under Secretary, Department m 
H ome, Government of Manipur. Imphal on behalf of ha¬ 
state Government, particulars of various incidentsin 
which 26 police personnel and civilians were kiled 
between the period from December 1094 to 2/ Mover'"! 


1996 have been given. 
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20. From the aforenoted affidavits as well as oral 

and documentary evidence brought on record it stands 
proved that the N.S.C.N. was formed in the year 1980 
after the "Shillong Accord" with their oeclared 
objective mainly to establish a sovereign State of 
Naga people by carving out some areas now forming port, 
of State of Nagaland, a State within the Indian Union; 
it split into two factions in 1988 but aims and 
objects of both the factions remain the same as that 
of the pre-split association; both the factions hove 
formed the so called parallel governments with all the 
trappings of a Government and they maintain separate 
army with a hierarchical set up on the pattern of a 
regular army, equipped with sophisticated weaponry; 
they have also united with other revolutionary 
organisations to achieve their objects and in order to 
achieve their objectives both tho factions have taken 
recourse to armed struggle by attacking and killing 
police, government employees and civilians, kidnapping 
people to extort money in the form of so called 
income-tax, holding out threats to the persons 
concerned that failing to comply positively with their 
demand letters they would face adverse consequences, 
thereby trying to secede from the Indian Union. it 
has also come in evidence that they have been issuing 
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orders directing the civilians to follow only a. 
particular religion (Baptism). All its activities 
clearly fall within the ambit of Section 2(f) of the 
Act . 

21. In the absence of denial of allegations made 
in the affidavits filed on behalf of the Central 
Government and the States of Assam, Arunachal Pradesh 
and Manipur and any evidence in rebuttal on record, 
there is no reason to doubt the credibility of the 
version placed before the Tribunal by the officers of 
the Union and the State Governments. Most of the 
incidents of extortion and killings etc. cited and 
proved by the witnesses are based on their personal 
knowledge being incharge of the law and order and 
security of their respective States. 

22. The material brought on record by the Central 
Government and the State Governments and its aims and 
objects show that the N.S.C.N. is an armed 
insurrectionary organisation with its primary aim and 
object to liberate Naga inhabited areas from Indian 
Union through armed struggle, in association with 
other unlawful associations in the region within India 
and the organisations in the neighbouring regions 
across the country’s border for the creation of Naga 
land. To achieve this object it is engaged in various 
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violent activities in the States of Nagaland, Manipur 
Assam and Arunachal Pradesh thereby threatening the 
sovereignty and integrity of India. 

23. For the foregoing reasons I am satisfied that 

there* was sufficient cause for declaring National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland, including all its 
factions, wings and front organisations to be unlawful 
association, by notification No.823(E), dated 27 
November 1996, issued by the Government of India, 
Ministry of Home Affairs under Section 3(1) of the 
Act. In view of the nature and activities and the 
aims and objects of N.S.C.N., the Central Government 
was also justified i.n invoking proviso to sub-sod ion 
(3) of Section 3 of the Act. Consequently, the 
declaration made by the Government of India in the 
said notification-is herehy confirmed.
